gaiters, once almost universally worn, 
and there's quite a lot of congress gai- 
ters worn stilL You look along the 
rows of feet of the men sitting in .in 
elevated car and you are pretty likely 
to «ee one or more pairs of them, but 
button shoes and lace shoes finally, in 
very large measure, supplanted 
the 


congress gaiters, and they lemam the 
shoes commonly worn to-day. 


"And we shall stick to shoes of one 


sort and another. We shan't go back to 
boots for various reasons. In the first 
place we don't need them. In cities they 
are not necessary for protection, nor are 
they essential to comfort. Shoes are 
now mo*-p suitable to wear at centers 
of population, besides being more con- 
venient and cheaper. 


"So in populated regions, for the wear

far east have seen orientals burning 
sandaltvood in their bonnes for the pur- 
pose of driving flies away. It is odd 
that the plan is not more generally 
known in this country, where it meets 
with success wherever the experiment 
is tried. A recent arrival from London 
says that the -women there have discov- 
ered this agreeable method of ridding 
their homes of toe pest. In London it 
is possible to get the wood prepared for 
this purpose, but here it is not so easj, 
as American women have not yet taken 
to the practice. Xow that the festive 
fly and the merry mosquito are about 
to make their appearance, housewives 
mightdoaswell to give the sandalwood a 
trial. Sandalwood can be bought at al- 
most any Turkish or Japanese import- 
ing house. It is prepared for burning 
by first "being cut into small pieces half 
an Inch thick and three inches long. 
Then it is baked or dried out in a slow 
oven for 24 hours. A piece of the wood 
is put into a metal urn, lighted and al- 
lowed to burn until well aflame, when 
the flame is extinguished and the red- 
hot ember left to smolder until 
the 


wood is consumed and nothing is left 
but a Leap of fine gray nshes. During 
the smoldering jjrocess the wood sends 
out a sweet and aromatic smoke.

TheTbird Ave- 
nue company will also change from 
horse and cable power to electricity, in- 
troducing the underground trolley on 
all its lines. Both companies have made 
application to the railroad commission 
at Albany for permission to change the 
motive power. In its application the 
Metropolitan company has asked per- 
mission to use either compressed air 01 
electricity. 


A UNIQUE DISPLAY. 


International Exposition of Placard* 


to Demonstrate Value of Ad- 


verlUlnu lij roster, 


Consul Weber, of Nurcmburg, writes

The waier kills the fleas, and the rab- 
bits pitch in again on our vineyards 
and orchards and grain with sharpened 
appetites. Notwithstanding the thou- 
sands of jack rabbits we slaughter m 
the spring, enough escape to keep the 
supply big enough :o make it necessary 
for the slaughter of other thousands 
the next spring. It is simply impos- 
sible to exterminate them, they are 
such sure and persistent breeders. So 
we may expect 10 have the fun of jack 
rabbit round-ups every year as long 
as we raise fruit in Fresno county and 
pans adjacent. 


LOSER*S NAME FIRST. 


ft Is So Placed In Many Cases 


Spenkluir of War Between 


Nations. 


We are 
commonly known among 


third parties by the names of the two 
nations involved, and it is a serious fact 
that the name of the losing nation usu- 
a'lj precedes that of the victor. Consid- 
erations of euphonj and not sentiment 
obtain. In the war between France and, 
Prussia France was completely crushed 
in a short time, but the contest, by gen- 
eral consent, is known as the Franco- 
Prussian war. The recent v\ar in the 
far east, which led to the partition o£ 
China now actively in progress, was 
known as the Chinese-Japanese, or, in, 
European phraseology, the Sino-Japan- 
ese war. A still more recent example 
is the Graeco-Turkish war, in which 
Greece was badly whipped. 


To the superstitious the name cur- 


rently given to our conflict with Spain 
maj', by analogy, seem an augury of suc- 
cess for our arms. Europe calls it the 
Spanish-American war. 
An objection 


to the name is that it gives rise to am- 
biguities, as the term Spanish-Ameri- 
can is commonly Ubed to designate the 
various countries o£ South America. 
Perhaps for this reason there is a grow- 
ing tendency in Europe to call the war 
Hispano-American 
Another objection 


in the eyes of Furope to either of these 
names is the jealousy with which it re- 
gards our assumption of the name 
America, America, it is contended, ap- 
plies to the whole of Xorth and South 
America, and this country is more often 
referred to as "the States," even by 
England.

The word Morro. as applied to the

Its use on the island is con- 
fined almost exclusively to the Span- 
iards In the dictionary "morro" is de- 
fined as "anything that is round." or "a 
prominent overhanging lip." The Span- 
iards ah\aj s describe a negro mouth as 
"morro" from the projecting lips. The 
word is also applied to a cat, but in this 
sense iti<- tnker- to refer to the purring 
of the animal, says the Xevv York Sun. 
XTben applied to the castles or fortresses 
in Cuba the word is to be taken in the 
same significance it possesses when ap- 
plied to a negro's mouth. These de- 
fenses «re usually perched on heights, 
over which they project just as pro- 
trading lips do. The word is always 
spelled with two IT'S. The word moro 
is said to mean "moorish, belonging to 
the Kuurs." In ,1 jocular style it IE ap- 
plied to wine not mixed with water. It 
also means as a noun a Moor or native 
of Africa. It is also used in Cuba to'des- 
ignate a particular kind of horse collar.

It is understood to be the intention 


of the president, to place a military gov- 
ernor in each province in Cuba, who 
will ba subordinate to a governor-gen- 
eral of the island. 


It is possible that the president tnay 


ask aid from congress in establishing a 
stable form of government in Cuba, but 
us a matter of detail, has not been de- 
cided upon. 


As soon as the attempt is made to es- 


tablish a government in Cuba a corps of 
engineers win be put to* work~in^ con- 
struct railroads, telegraph lines, tele- 
phones, to survey for water works for 
cities, or place in order those which 
now exist, and to institute a complete 
.modern systeta of sewage in Havana 
and other large cities. Everything pos- 
sible to aid Cuba to recover from its 
devastated condition and become a pro- 
ducing nation will be done by this gov- 
ernment, and every effort is now being 
made to have a complete plan for these 
operations ready to be put- into effect 
as soon as peace is declared.

Annihilate nay Torpedo 


Boat AUoiU. 


The navy department will make an 


extensive test at the Indian Head prov- 
ing grounds of an automatic one- 
pounder rifle said, to be capable of firing 
ISO shots a min ute, says the Washington 
correspondent of the NejifSTork Trib- 
une. 
The tremendous advantage to be 


gained by such a weapon may be ap- 
preciated when it is said that the best 
guns now in the naval service capable 
of throwing- one-pound projectiles are 
operated with well-drilled crews at a 
speed never exceeding 13 to 20 shots a 
minute, and at that rate for a very 
brief period. 


The terrific effects on light armor of 


such a gun can hardly be overestimated, 
especially.in action -against torpedo 
boats, which would lie rendered alto- 
gether useless in the daytime and per- 
haps at night if a vigilant watch was 
maintained against their close ap- 
proach. The effective range of a tor- 
pedo is .scarcely fcajf a'raile, and until 
a torpedo boat can approach within that 
distance of a battleship or other ob- 
ject of attack, its presence my be prac- 
tically ignored. Projectiles from a one- 
pounder, however, can penetrate any 
armor it has yet found feasible to place 
on torpedo destroyers, and a gun that 
can throw over a hundred one-pound 
shells within aminute would annihilate 
any existing torpedo boat before it 
coulr] enter the requisite half mile cir- 
cle.
